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Remarks / Argument s 

Applicant has amended the claim section header and 
Claims 1, 10, 12-16, 19, 28, 30-34, 37 and 39 to conform to 
patent specification standards and more distinctly present 
the claims according to the specification. Actions in the 
claims as taught by the specification are GUI (graphical 
user interface actions) by a user, and this language has 
been added to the claims. No new matter has been 
introduced. Applicant respectfully requests Examiner allow 
the claims as amended. 

In paragraph 2 of the office action, Examiner rejects 
Claims 13 and 31 under 35 USC 112, second paragraph as 
indefinite in reciting "the modifier function" having 
insufficient antecedent basis. Applicant has amended Claims 
13-15 and 31-33 to correct this insufficiency. Applicant 
submits that Claims 13-15 and 31-33 as amended are 
allowable, which allowance is respectfully requested. 

In paragraph 4 Examiner rejects Claims 1-39 under 35 
USC 102(e) as anticipated by Smith et al . (US 2005/0091087) 
Applicant disagrees. The Smith reference was filed June 10, 
2004 which is later than the filing date of the present 
application. Therefore Smith is not prior art. Smith is, 
however a continuation-in-part of Application SN 10/343,576 
(US 2005/0021378) (Weinstock et al . ) which was filed 
January 31, 2003 which is earlier than the filing date of 
the present application. Applicant submits that on its 
face, Weinstock does not recite the limitations attributed 
to Smith in Examiners rejection. Therefore, if Examiner 
contends that Weinstock anticipates the present invention, 
Applicant respectfully requests examiner provide precise 
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references of the elements of the claims to the Weinstock 
publication . 



As Smith is not prior art to the present invention, 
Applicant submits therefore that the claims are allowable, 
which allowance is respectfully requested.
